"Warfare In the Philippine* ot Guerrilla 


Nature. 


Washington, Sept. 21.—In the report 


of the Philippine commission 
from 


Manila to the secretary of war. it is 
stated that all Northern Luzon is quiet 
and substantially free from insurg- 
ents. 


The commission's report in part"is: 


as follows: 


"Mass of people has aptitude for/ed- 


ucation, but is ignorant, superstitious 
and credulous in a remarkable degree. 
Hostility against Americans was orig- 
inally aroused by absurd falsehoods of 
unscrupulous leaders. Distribution of 
troops in 300 posts 
has 'by contact 


largely dispelled hostility and stead- 
ily^ improved temper of people. This 
improvement, furthered by abuses of 
insurgents, affirms that large numbers 
of people long for peace and are will- 
-ing 
to accept government under the 


United States. Insurgents not surren- 
•dering after defeat have divided into 
.small guerrilla bands under general 
officers or become -ladrones. 
Nearly 


all prominent generals and politicians 
•of insurrection except Aguinaldo have 
since been captured or have surrender- 
ed and have taken oath of allegiance. 


"Policy of leniency . culminating in 


.amnesty had marked effect to induce 
surrenders until defining of political 
issues in United States, reported he,re 
in full, gave home to Insurgent officers 
•'still in arms of changed policy and 
.stayed surrenders to await result ot 
elections. Disturbances in parts of is- 
land, kept up and avowed by insurgent 
proclamation and orders to influence 
election, do not show unfriendly at- 
titude of majority of people of prov- 
inces where they occur, -but only ac 
tlvity of small insurgent 
bodies in 


mountain fastnesses -whence they is- 
sue for usually harmless night attacks 
-or murderous ambush of small Amer- 
ican squads or to collect contribution! 
or recruit from people, terrorized by 
•cutting out tongues, cutting off limbs 
^burying alive, murder^and plunder. 


"Difficulty of detection enables in- 


surgents to maintain surveillance over 
people even in some garrisoned towns. 
Uncertainty ,as to future 
policy of 


United States and defenselessness or 
people without arms largely, prevent 
them aiding Americans in suppressing 
outrages. 
Despite these 
difficulties, 


maintenance of status quo makes for 
more peaceful conditions."

H. II. Lusk Says It Settles Labor Trou- 


ble* In New Zwilnml. ' 


Washington, D. C., Sept. 21.—H. H. 


Lusk, formerly a member of parlia- 
ment of New Zealand, before the 
in- 


dustrial commission explained the sys- 
tem .of arbitration in 
New Zealand, 


which, he said, has been extremely sat- 
isfactory. 
This system was ,in 
the 


form of compulsory arbitration,' and 
it had six years trial. The fact that 
there is compulsory arbitration there 
made'both 
employe and 
employers 


very careful as to the justice of their 
cases before they act. 


In these courts of arbitration 
in 


New Zealand no lawyers are allowed 
to appear; only the interested parties 
are heard. Labor organizations there 
are generally incorporated and 
they 


have found no disadvantage in such 
incorporations. 


The arbitration law had been fav- 


ored by the employes and fought by 
employers before it was enacted. 
Up 


to last year three-fifths of all labor in 
New Zealand was organized. Practi- 
cally, the scales-of wages In New Zea- 
land are made by the labor organiza- 
tions for the men outside the unions 
as well as those within it. The arbi- 
tration court of New Zealand never 
fixes the maximum rate of wages; it. 
simply fixes the minimum rate of 
wages that can be paid. The 
opera- 


tion of this system, he said, does not 
hamper industries, for the reason that 
in the six years it has been in opera- 
tion the industries of New 
Zealand 


have increased one-third. 
This was 


by ,an increase in old industries and 
the springing up of new ones. 


The etight-hour law prev.ails in New 


Zealand. 'No woman can be employed 
in a factory there until she is at least 
eighteen years of age, anil then 
sho 


cannot be employed more than forty- 
four hours a week, which allows 
an 


eight-hour day and a half-holiday. No, 
child can be employed in a factory un- 
der sixteen years of age.

Hazleton, Pa., Sept. 21.—Though the 


fourth day of the great anthracite coal 
strike has passed without serious dil- 
•order, anxiety as-to the future is grow- 
ing steadily more intense.

to disorder and rioting.

Prle'stg Do Not Cense Working. 


Meanwhile tae efforts of the Catho- 


lic priests to induce miners and op- 
erators to agree to arbitrate are not 
flagging. Father 
Phillips 
departed 


•hurriedly for Philadelphia to discuss 
the strike with Archbishop Ryan, who 
ended his tour of the troubled dis- 
tricts. 
He is 
expected 
back 
and 


both sides in the struggle are watching 
what his next move will be. 


When asked his attitude toward ar- 


bitration, President Mitchell but reit- 
erates his oW declaration that the men 
are anxious for arbitration, but that 
the entire district must be considered 
as a unit. Negotiations with individu- 
al operators he will have none of. The 
men at Hazel mine met 
to discuss 


questions with their employers. The 
men -were urged 'to submit their in- 
dividual grievances to the operators 
for arbitration, and were about to vote 
on the proposition to do so when Na- 
tional Organizer Soppitt appeared. He 
told the men that 'to arbitrate their 
claims -would be to abandon their fel- 
low strikers, and urged them to refuse 
the advances of their employers. This 
the\ men did by an unanimous vote.

TIrtt Serious Blot of Strike. 


The mcjst serious affray of the strike 


occurred in the evening within a few 
blocks of, the center of Hazleton, when 
a gang of men employed at Shaft No. 
40 were attacked -by a, crowd of strik- 
ers. Most of the laborers retreated to 
the silk mill, which was 'guarded by 
special police, but Mine Boss Joseph 


. Griessing-and a miner -were surround- 


ed by the 
strikers. 
Griessing was 


struck a number of times by stones 
thrown'by the miners.and badly hurt. 
He was unconscious when picked up, 
but revived. His companion was se- 
verely beaten also. 


The first death due directly to the 


present trouble occurred at Lorraine. 
'Henry. Knapski, 15 years old, slate 
.picker, -was surrounded by a crowd of 
idlers. Thinking they ' were ' going to 


• attack him, the tioy fled home, where 
lie -died within an hour. Dr. Stearns, 
the company's physician, announced 
that death was' caused by fright. 


Rnllroad Men Involved. 


The coal strike has involved the Le- 


high Valley railroad men. During the 
day all but two coal train crews were 
laid off because there was no coal for 
them .to handle. Eight hundred men 
were thrown out of employment.
